Shuttered shops mark Arab deaths 


TEL AVIV, March 30 (AP) — Shopkeep- 
ers in the occupied West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip ‘dosed their stores and Palestinians 
planne d public assemblies S unday fty 
die fourth anniversary of violent anti- 
government demonstrations that left six 
Arabs dead. 

Israeli troops and police were on alert to 
quell disturbances linked to “Land Day” 
observances and Israel s decision last week to 
fonstruct two Jewish schools in the West 
Bank town of Hebron. 

March 30 has been dubbed "Land Day”, 
the anniversary of violent Arab demonstra- 
tions in 1?76 against government land seiz- 
ures in Israels Galilee district. 

pisturbances were reported Sunday morn- 
ing into two GaHee villages. School pupils 
called a brief strike but remained inside the 
school building in Urn El-Fahm, and children 
bunted a tire in the village of Arabeh, a police 
spokesman said. 

Palestinians in Gaza, the West Bank and 
Jerusalem used die occasion for protest of 
their own against the Hebron decision and 
Israels settlement policies. 


Nablus Mayor Bassam Shakaa told the 
Associated Press that his townsmen were 
striking in solidarity with the Arabs and to 
protest Israels settlement poliries." On r land 
is in danger,” he said. “They want to take it." 

An Israeli truck ferrying Arab workers to 
jobs inside Israel was stoned in Nablus, but 
no one was injured. 

Stores in Ramallah, El Bird), Hebron and 
Nablus, and the Arab sector of Jerusalem 
were dosed. Some stores in Bethlehem were 
open, but it was difficult to determine if those 
shopkeeprs that dosed did so because of the 
strike or because of Palm Sunday obser- 
vances. 

In Gaza, shopkeepers were instructed by 
the municipality to dose their stores for two 
hours. Troops patrolled the town's main 
streets, but no incidents were reported. 

A police spokesman said permits had been 
issued for assemblies in four Arab villages 
inside Israel. “But we won’t allow distur- 
bances,” he said, “And that indudes incite- 
ment against the state.”

Arafat arrives in Abu 


ABU DHABI, March 30 (R) — Palestine 
^ Liberation Organization (PLO) Chairman 
Yasser Arafat arrived in Abu Dhabi Sunday 
— . and was met by United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) President Sheikh Zayed Bin Sultan 
AJ Nahayan. 

a Arafat who flew in from New Delhi, will 
spend a few days in the UAE, the official 
a Emirates News Agency said. 

. Arafat just completed an offirial visit to 
India marking a new milestone in the FLO’S 
drive -for international recognition. 

During two days of t alks with Prime Minis- 
ter Indira Gandhi on the Middle East and the 
Af ghanistan crisis, Arafat was treated as a 
head of government. 

Mrs. Gandhi was at Delhi airpirt to see him 
leave after a beaming Arafat described his 
visit as "very fruitfuL" 

" Wehope the results will soon be seen by 
-- everybody,” he told reporters. 

The PLO leader arrived on Friday, shortly 

- after Mis. Gandhi’s government announced 
~ that it was granting full diplomatic status to 

the Palestinian mission in Delhi. 

Arafat said the move would “give a great 
posh forward to the Palestinian cause 

- towards victory." 

Referring to the PLO’s growing efforts to 
_ win similar recognition from European gov- 
~ enanents, he added: “We look forward to 

- more practical steps in this direction .” 

A joint statement at the end of th e visit said 
India has repeated its support for the PLO’s 


demands for a Pales tinian homeland and for 
PLO participation in negotiations on Palesti- 
nian autonomy. 

The statement also repeated a call by Mrs. 
Gandhi and Arafat for a political and dip- 
lomatic solution to the Soviet Union’s inter- 
vention in A fghanistan. 

It expressed their opposition to any milit- 
ary confrontation over the presence of 
thousands of Soviet troops in Afghanistan in 
support of President Babrak KannaTs pro- 
Moscow government. 

Mrs. Gandhi has urged the withdrawal of 
the Soviet troops but has refrained from any 
outright condemnation of the Kremlin which 
provides India with large-scale aid. 

The joint statement said that Arafat 
praised India's “balanced, constructive and 
measured response to the critical situation in 
theregiopV-- 

It strongly rritidzed plans to re-arm some 
countries in the area because of the crisis, 
warning that this could be a source of con- 
frontation. 

India has been angered by the United 
States’ offer of more weapons to Pakistan 
which borders Afghanistan. 

While in Delhi, Arafat said he had been 
asked by the Afghan government to mediate 
between Kabul and Iran which is backing 
Muslims fighting KarmaL 

But he said he had not brought specific 
proposals on the Afghan situation for discus- 
sion with Mrs. Gandhi.

5,000 Afghan casualties reported 


^ NEW DELHI, March 30 (Agencies) — An 
anillery bombardment and fierce fight i n g 
rave left more than 5,000 A f g h ans dead in 
flic eastern provinces of Laghman since 
mid-March, said a source returned Sunday 
from Afghanistan. 

' The source, who has proved reliable in the 
past, quoted eyewitnesses from the province 
as saying that many of the victims were 
women, chil dren and. the elderly. 

He reported the use of napalm but did not 
say whether any of the casualties resulted 
from the jellied gasoline. Earlier reports said 
Afghan villagers easily escaped napalm 
attacks by Seeing their homes at the sound of 
approaching aircraft. 

The round of artillery followed an intense 
attack by Afghan fighters on Metrelam, the 
provincial capital about 120 kilometers due 
east Kabul. 

Freedom fighters robbed the state- owned 
Afghanistan bank branch in the city of 
100,000, set the budding and nearby gov- 
ernment offices afire and killed an undis- 
closed number of officials and members of 
the Marxist ruling Khalq (People 1 s) party, the 
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Babrak Karanl 

report said. 

Police stations and the Metrelam army gar- 
rison were damaged in the assault, it said. 

Laghman was one of the first provinces 
involved in the rebellion which began after 
coup ushered in the first of three successive 
pro-Mosocw regimes. 

The report said Russian forces were pursu- 
ing freedom fighters with MI-24 helicopter 
gunships, then bombing and na p aimi n g vil- 
lages believed, harboring the anti- 
government guerrillas in what some obser- 
vers have called a Soviet “scorched earth" 
policy. . 

Residents readring Kabul said most light- 
en have left towns and villages for hastfly- 
constructed hideouts on mountain slopes. 

Afghan troops participating in the Lagh- 
man fighting have suffered heavy losses, the 
report quoted them as saying. However, 
hundreds of government soldiers have 
deserted in the past two weeks apparently 
because the Soviet tactics have resulted in 
high civilian casualties. 

Meanwhile, Afghan leader Babrak Karmal 

was quoted Sunday as saying there were no 
more than 15,000 Soviet soldiers in 
Afghanis tan. 

Karmal, who came to power with the 
Soviet military intervention last December, 
said in an interview with the news weekly Der 
Spiegel the Russians were in Afghanistan 
merely as a reserve force. The Afghan army is 
doing ihe actual fighting, he said. 

“The limited contingents from the Soviet * 
Union have been brought to Afghanistan as a 
reserve army against foreign aggression. 
They can’t interfere in the internal affairs of 
Afghanistan,” he was quoted as saying. 


for their first major anti-government demon- 
stration and resolved to push ahead with 
campaigning for the downfall of Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin. 

An estimated 25,000 protesters paraded in 
Saturday’s giant L- shaped demonstration 
stretching south along the highway from 
Haifa to Tel Aviv and then east to Jericho. 
They stood at intervals of between 20 and 
100 meters along the 100-mile (160 km) 
route waving banners calling for Begin’ s res- 
ignation. 

“It was very encouraging for a first effort,” 
said David Zocker, one of the movement’s 
leaders. He told Reuten “We shall plan our 
next steps after the holiday (the Jewish Pas- 
sover holiday which lasts from April 1 to 
April 7).. 

“ We have had demonstrations before, of 
course. But they were aimed at gathering 
support for a peace policy rather than against 
the government. Now we realize there is no 
prospect of the Begin government adopting a 
peace policy and we must campaign against 
it." 

The loose aims of the Peace Now move- 
ment axe to seek moderation in dealing with 
Israels- Arab neighbors so as to promote 
comprehensive peace. It has no for mal mem- 
bership and its policies are. not rigidly 
defined. 

The movement’s new direct anti-Begin 
drive reflects signs of popular disenchant- 
ment with the prime minister who has led 
Israel far almost three years. 

Recent opinion polls have indicated that an 
election now would bring the opposition 
Labor party sweeping back to power. 

Much of the antagonism to the Begin gov- 
ernment is rooted in economic hardships now 
buffeting Israel. But increasingly there is cri- 
ticism of Begin for brinigng Israel into inter- 
national dispute by its rigid policies toward 
the occupied Arab lands. 

There is growing criticism in the press over 
Begin's insistence on pushing ahead with 
Jewish settlement on occupied Arab land, 
especially in die West Bank Arab city of Heb- 
ron.. 

Former supporters of the government now 
accuse it of lurching from decision to decision 
without proper catenet coordination. 

Editor Shalom Rosenfled of Mia ’ariv, 
Israel’s largest newspaper and normally a 
supporter of Begin policies, called over the 
weekend for government to resign “to save 
the nation." 

The Peace Now, composed laregly of 
Israelis young enough to serve in die military 
reserves, sprang into being two years ago at a 
time when it seemed that protracted haggling 
ought jeopardize the peace process launched 
by President Anwar Sadat’s 1977 visit to 
Jerusalem. 

The rallying theme of the movement then 
was that Israelis wbo might have to fight in 
th© West Bank and other occupied territories 
wanted to assure themselves that all possible 
. steps to peace had been explored. After the 
Camp David summit accords of 1978 the 
movement applauded Begin for reaching 
agreement with Egypt. 

After a long period of inactivity the move- 
ment has revived as a result of disquiet at 
Israel's growing isolation from the United 
States and other world opinion. The disquiet 
is directed at the continuing settlement drive 
and at Begin’s refusal to consider any sub- 
stantial measure of freedom for West Bank 
and Gaza Palestinians. 

One of the themes in Saturday’s demonst- 
ration was diversion of scarce housing funds 
for Jewish settlements on the West Bank. 
Banners proclaimed: “money for the slums, 
not for the settlements.” 

Another Peace Now leader, Yamin Suissa, 
was quoted in the Jerusalem Post as saying: 
“No one can expect us to stand quietly by 
while the government steals the money that 
belongs to us and gives it to a tiny band of 
fanatics.”

U.N. to discuss Palestine 


UNITED NATIONS, March 30 (R) — 
The UN. Security Council is to meet on 
Monday to consider proposals for Palestinian 
self-determination and possible statehood. 

. It will be the first session on the council ou 
the Middle East situation since the 15-nation 
body unanimously adopted a resolution three 
weeks ago, calling for the dismantling of 
Israeli settlements in occupied territory. 

President Jimmy Carter later repudiated 
die affirmative American vote, asserting it 
was cas* in error, as a result of a communica- 
tions failure.

U.N. Cyprus talks 
deadline nears 
with no progress 

NICOSIA, March 30 (R) — A United 
Nations deadline for the Greek and Turkish 
Cypriot communities to return to the 
negotiating table and settle their differences 
on this divided island expires Monday with no 
date set for a meeting. 

Local UN. representatives met officials 
from both communities Sunday in a vain 
attempt to secure a last-minute agreement. 
Failure to bring the two communities 
together would be mentioned in a report 
which U.N. Secretary General Kurt Wal- 
dheim, is to deliver to the General Assembly 
Monday. 

According to a UN. resolution passed in 
November an international committee would 
be set up to investigate the situation if talks 
between the two communities had not started 
before the end of the month. 

Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf Denktash 
said, that such a committee would not have 
automatic access to the self-proclaimed Turk- 
ish Federated state of Cyprus. This encom- 
passes the northern part of the island which 
was divided Mien Turkish troops landed in 
1974. 

“Since we were given an opportunity to 
take part in the relevant UN. debate, we do 
not feel bound by the resolutions,” he said. 

The major obstacle to a resumption of the 
intercommunal talks, broken off in June, is 
the wording of a statement which Waldheim 
would make at the start of any new negotia- 
tions. 

The statement’s contents have not been 
made public, and this has led to considerable 
confusion in Cyprus. 

The two sides continue to accuse each 
other of being responsible for lack of progress 
in getting talks started. 

Denktash is to leave Cyprus on Tuesday 
for several weeks. He will visit London and 
then fly to Islamabad for a foreign ministers’ 
conference starting on April 16. 


Sadat to send Begin autonomy letter 


CAIRO, March 30 (R) — President 
Anwar Sadat is due to reply to a letter from 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin over 
the next two days on their deadlocked Pales- 
tinian autonomy negotiations, the semi- 
official newspaper AJ -Ah mm reported. 

The newspaper gave; no further details. 

The two leaders have exchanged letters 
over the past few weeks explaining their posi- 
tions on proposed self-rule for the 1 2 million 
Palestinians in the Jordan West Bank and 
Gaza strip. 

Sadat told Begin it was essential to meet 
the target date of May 26 to conclude auton- 
omy talks or a new situation would arise. 

Last week Begin sent a reply but the con- 
tents were not disclosed. 


Begin in a statement last Wednesday mark- 
ing first anniversary of the Egyptian- Israeli 
peace treaty said he would never permit 
future negotiations to lead to a Palestinian 
state. 

Egyptian, Israeli and American 
negotiators on autonomy met last Thursday 
in Alexandria, but failed to resolve their basic 
difference. 

All three expressed hopes that separate 
talks in Washington next month between 
President Carter, President Sadat and Begin 
would succeed in reconciling their differ- 
ences. 

On Friday, Sadat said he was ready to 
attend a summit conference with Carter and 
Begin to break the deadlock. 


Italy’s Red Brigade group cracked 


GENOA, Italy, March 30 (R) — The sec- 
ret organization of the Red Brigades, Italy’s 
best-known guerrilla group, may have been 
cracked by a raid on a Genoa hideout last 
Friday in which four suspects were shot dead, 
police investigators said Sunday. 

Two rooms crammed with Red Brigades 
documents were found in the apartment after 
die raid by para-military carbimeri in which . 
a known urban' guerrilla and three previously 
unsuspected people, on e of t hem a 3 2- year- 
old woman teacher, were killed. 

Investigators said the documents included 


a list of more than 5,000 possible victims, 
including magistrates, carabinieri, police 
officers, industrialists, doctors, journalists, 
politicians and dv3 servants. 

Other files contained profiles of state and 
private organizations and the names of their 
leaders. 

Police Saturday night seized Mario 
Moretti, allegedly a leading figure in the Red 
Brigade sources reported Sunday. 

Moretti, who is about 47, is suspected by 
Italian police of being a key figure in planning 
the kidnapping of Italian elder statesman 
Aldo Moro in 1978. 


a Palestine state, the U-S. might have to exer- 
cise its veto the next time, diplomats sources 
said. But this would be necessary to block a 
resolution only if there were nine other affir- 
mative votes. 

The sources said it was not certain that 
these would be forthcoming. 

A working paper setting out proposals 
favored by the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization, which will take part in the discus- 
sions, without voting rights, has been circu- 
lated, but the sources said it was negotiable 
■and might not constitute the draft resolution 
that would eventually be voted. 

A U.N .spokesman said no list of speakers 
was available for the first meeting, but Falilou 
Kane of Senegal .chairman of the General 
Assembly’s Palestinian Rights Committee, 
which requested council action might begin 
the debate. 

In his request to the council, Kane noted 
that the General Assembly last November set 
a March 3 1 deadline for a council response to 
the committee's recommendations on Pales- 
tine, first issued in 1976 and endowed by 
each session of the General Assembly since 
then. 

There have been strong indications that if 
the council failed to take measure supporters 
of the Palestinian case consider adequate, a 
move would be made for a special emergency 
session of the General Assembly. This idea 
has already been approved by the non- 
aligned states and by the Islamic Conference. 

A UN. spokesman said it was not certain 
how the council would proceed with the ques- 
tion after the debate opened on Monday, 
because there appeared to be differences of 
opinion on tactics. 

According to one report, a vote could be 
deferred until after the May 26 deadline for 
the completion of Palestinian autonomy 
talks.

RIYADH. March 30 — King Khaled 
received a written message from President 
Abdul Fatah Ismail of South Yemen. The 
message was delivered by South Yemen’s 
Foreign Minister Salem Saleh Muhammad , 
who arrived in the country Saturday. 

Muhammad was greeted by Foreign Minis- 
ter Prince Saud AJ Faisal. The prince said the 
visit was a good opportunity to develop rela- 
tions between the two countries. 

Prince Saud said he would hold talks with 
Muhammad about ways of keeping the reg- 
ion free of foreign influences and superpower 
rivalry. 

Muhammad said the visit was intended to 
strengthen relations between the two coun- 
tries. 

This is Muhammad* s first visit since becom- 
ing foreign minister in the cabinet reshuffle 
that took place in South Yemen when Ismail 
took over. Ismail emerged as the country's 
new strongman following the death of Presi- 
dent Salem Rubaya Ali. 

Saudi Arabia and South Yemen estab- 
lished normal diplomatic relations in 1976 
after a break of nearly a decade that followed 
British withdrawal from the former colony 
and protectorate of South Arabia. The 
National Liberation Front, led by Ali and 
Is mail, formed the first government in inde- 
pendent South Yemen. 

The country, which is strategically located 
at the southern tip of the Red Sea, has long 
explored for oil but found none. But has a 
refinery which was built by British Petroleum 
in the early 1950's.

Qasim development plans discussed 


RIYADH, March 30 (SPA) — The 
development of Qasim Province was discus- 
sed here Sunday during a meeting between 
Governor Prince Abdul Hah ibn Abdul Aziz, 
and Deputy Planning Minister Dr. Faisal 
Bashir and heads of various government 
departments in the province. 

The prince urged officials to deploy more 
efforts in raising the standard of public ser- 
vices and help solve people's problems. 

The prince also asked the director of 
Saudia's office in Qasim to open two new 
flights a day to Riyadh, and one to Jeddah 
and a weekly flight from Qasim to Cairo via 
Jeddah and Riyadh'. He further requested the 
district manager to increase the number of 
ticket and reservation agents and to rent new 
building in Buraidah, Unaizah and Al-Ross. 


He said that as of Tuesday Qasim airport 
will, for the first time, receive night flights. 
He added that there are now three additional 
flights to D hah ran and three to Medina. 

With the director of the Youth Welfare 
Organization's branch in Qasim. the prince 
took up the issue of planting trees and flowers 
around sports grounds of Al-Raed Oub in 
Buraidah, the Youth Welfare Club in 
Unaizah, Al-Hazm dub in Al-Ross and 
other sports grounds inside the city. 

He pointed out that the costs of the Sports 
City in Buraidah was SR227 million, the city 
lies north of Buraidah. 

In a separate development the Governor of 
Tabuk. Prince Abdul Majid ibn Abdul Aziz, 
conferred here Sunday morning with Health 
Minister Dr. Hussein Jazairi. 


Talks dealt with the needs and health pro- 
jects necessary for the area.

Traffic campaign clinches 20,000 violators

JEDDAH, March 30 — The stepped-up 
campaign against traffic violators brought 
20.000 tickets in a thirty-day period during 
February and March, according to police 
sources. 

Jeddah's general traffic commander. Capt. 
Abdullah Ragban, told Arab News on Sunday 
that increased and firm application of traffic 
rules reduced accidents by 40 per cent in the 
same period, and has resulted in safer traffic 
for vehicle drivers and pedestrians. 

Most of the violations resulted from run- 


ning red lights, parking in prohibited places 
and driving with out licenses or car registra- 
tion documents, he added. Fines from the 
violations totalled SR2, 150,600. 

Capt. Ragban said the campaigns, carried 
out under the supervision of Lt. Col. Asaad 
Abdul Karim, Jeddah traffic director, have 
helped to educate the public and' conse- 
quently reduce violations. 

The police official also died on taxi drivers 
to comply with the pricing and urged the 
public to report violations along these lines. 
There are strict rules for taxi drivers to put a 
plate with the license number of their cars

Riyadh road contracts awarded; 
system to be extended by 33 kms 


RIYADH, March 30 (SPA) — Construe 
tion of the first, second, third, fourth and fifth 
portions — totalling 33 kilometers — of the 
ring road around the capital will start within 
the coming days. 

Contracts for the portions were signed by 
Minister of Communications Sheikh Hussein 
Mansouri with a number of Saudi contractors 
and totalled SR8 70,724 ,609. Construction 
will be completed within IS months. 

The five portions are part of the 90 kilome- 
ter dual carriage road separated by an island.

JEDDAH, March 30 — French manufac- 
turers and exporters of furniture and other 
household products are staging the largest 
exhibition of its kind at the Harithy Exhibi- 
tion Center.

Denis Lavandier, president and director 
general of soriete commercials et industrielle 
tf ameublement European, considers hims elf 
one of the more satisfied exhibitors. He sells 
bedrooms. According to Lavandier, a Saudi 
Arabian furniture dealer walked into his dis- 
play booth the first day and came out later 
after buying 250 bedroom arrangements at a 
cost of about SR2 million. 


Bakbash Furniture of Jeddah will market the 
bedrooms. 


The dealer gave the buyer the agency for 
fus products and hopes to capture a lot more 
of tiie local market. According to the dealer. 


Both the French government and industry 
put in a great deal of money and effort in 
making this exhibition a success. “The gov- 
ernment gives us usually 25 per cent of the 
cost of an exposition and industry contributes 
the balance," according to Jean Francois De 
Montavlon, a senior executive of France's 
international exhibition abroad. Although 
France exhibitions number about 100 per 
year, this is the country s second exhibition in 
Saudi Arabia in ten years. 

“This (me promises to be a great success 
because the market is so tremendous com- 
pared to 10 years ago," Montvalon said. He 
also said he was ecstatic about the “positive 
Saudi Arabian response to French products." 
He said France is famous for elegant and high 
quality products from perfumes to crystal 
glass es, but so for the country has been con- 
centrating on machinery and capital goods. 

Most of the 60 exhibitors still do not have 
ag ents in tile Kingdom, which is one of the 
largest markets in the world for quality and 
expensive furniture and household products. 
Exhibitors say they hope to impress viators 
enough to form more during relationships.

As the fighting intensified between the

■■■'. .been trading heavy gunfire for the past nine 
... days, thousands of refugees were fleeing the 
dry, heading for neighboring Cameroun. 

In Paris, the French radio reported that the 

. : two sides had agreed a ceasefire. French gov- 
- . eminent officials said they were aware of the 
' . report but could not confirm it 

Military sources at the heavily defended 
. French airbase here said fighting raged Sun- 
J day momilig in the western area of the capi- 
- cal. 

They said the military situation was one of 
stalemate, with little progress made by either 
■ side but they believed that Habre’ s forces had 
. . a slight edge flyer their opponents. 

The fighting in Chad where a civil war has 
; been going on for more than 1 5 years, is seen 

, as the outcome of a direct struggle for power 
by the two northern leaders who last year 
ousted southern President Felix Malloum 
and imposed the rule of the north after a 
week of heavy fighting in the capital. 

Since daybreak Sunday heavy shells fell 


around the barracks held by some of Presi- 
dent Gookoun? s forces, 

the sources said the obvious aim was to 
force some 500 Congolese troops on an 
Organization of African Unity (OAU) 
peacekeeping force located in the immediate 
vicinity of the barracks to take refuge at the 
French base. 

They said that Habre was prepared to 
allow them to leave but would retain all their 
heavy arms and ammunition. 

According to tide French, the Congolese, 
who have never actually functioned as a 
peacekeeping force since their arrival three 
months ago, have modem arms and tons of 
ammunition. 

After nine days of almost incessant shelling 
and shooting, both sides must soon take a 
hard look at their fast dwindling ammunition 
stocks, the sources said. They added that 
Habre’ s action was dear indication that he 
may soon be running short of fire power. 

The sources said Habre’ s forces Saturday 
managed to beat back an attempt by southern 
leader Abdelkader Wadal Kamougue to 
open up a second front on the eastern side of 
the rity. 

They said Col. Kamougue was obviously 
trying to give a hand to President Goukouni 
in exchange for political advantages.

In a press statement on arrival, the cardinal 
said he hoped current efforts to re-establish 
security and prosperity in the country would 
succeed “as the whole world is in need of 
Lebanon.”

The Vatican has twice before sent an envoy 
to discuss with political and religious leaders 
ways of solving the complicated issues tint 
divide Lebanon.

Pakistan’s Afghan refugee problem grows 


Syrian opposition leaders 


said working for Israel, U.S. 


PESHAWAR, Pakistan, March 30 
(AP) — "They are pouring in, mbre and 
more every day. At this rate, we wfll soon 
have the whole population on Afghanis- 
tan over here as refugees.” lamented Safi 
Fazhnrahman, Pakistan’s refugee commis- 
sioner. 

Half a million Afghan refugees already 
have been registered and axe receiving 
Pakistani government aid. Fazhurrahman 
says die total number of refugees is doser 
to 600,000. 

Most came before the Soviet Union 
intervened in Afghanistan’s 2 3- month- 
old civil war last December. 

“We have had another 48,000 since 
then. We expect many more in April and . 
May when the snows melt and they will be 
able to cross over die mo untains more 
easily,” Fazlurrahman said. 


“If the Soviets launch a spring offen- 
sive, we are bound to have a heavy influx. 
If there is no offensive, then the Afghan 
rebels are bound to intensify their opera- 
tions, leading to more fighting , and then 
we win have a heavy influx of people 
^grafting from danger.” 

Outside his office, dozens of turbaned 
Afghan tribesmen waited patiently to pet- 
ition for aid, doled in small amounts from 
a pouch. 

“We need millions of dollars and other 
international aid to take care of all these 
people, and what we have received so for 
is only a drop in the ocean,” he said, with- 
out specifying die total to date. 

Even with most mountain passes wow- 
bound, thousands of refugees, trudged 
over little used paths in recent weeks to 
escape a Soviet push into«Afghamstan’s 


eastern Konar province, bordering Pakis- 
tan’s northwest frontier province. 

Many refugees said they 'were carried- 
by helicopter gunships all the way and 
forced to travel mostly by night. 

Some of the refugees, who fled with 
only a few possessions and the dothes they 
wore, said many died of exposure in the 
bitter cold. 

Once over the border, they are regis- 
tered and 'distributed, among 23 “organ- 
ized camp s” Fazlurr ahman said. 

, The camps dotted along die 4300- 
kilometer Afghan-P akistani border are 
without sanitary facilities and provide lit- 
tle more than tents for tile refugees who 
sleep on the wet ground, huddling 
together for warmth. In some places each 
refugee has been issued one blan- 
ket. Water is fetched from nearby rivers. 


KARACHI, March 30 (R) - Pakistan's 
military government said Sunday that there 
could be serious civil disturbances if the 
widow and daughter of executed Prime 
Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto were allowed to 
visit his grave on the anniversary of his death 
next Friday. 

The deputy commissioner for Larkana, the 
district in which Bhutto is buried in central 
Sind province, said in court that members of 
Bhutto's banned Pakistan People's Party 
(PPP) were making plans for a mass pilgrim- 
age to the grave. 

The deputy commissioner. Rahmadullah, 
said the demonstration at the grave was being 
organizedl under the guise of a Muslim 
religious ceremony to offer prayers for the 
dead. 

He was speaking in the Sind High Court 
which is hearing an application from Begum 
Nusrai Bhutto and Miss Benazir Bhutto to 
visit the grave on April 4, the anniversary of 
Bhutto’s death in Rawalpindi jail last year. 

The two women have been under house 
arrest at the Bhutto home outside Larkana 
since October. They were detained along 
with selected political leaders when the coun- 
try's military ruler Gen. Zia-ul-Haq canceled 
general elections and all political activity and 
imposed martial law. 

Mrs. Bhutto and her daughter, as well as 
seeking court permission to visit the grave, 
have also filed a petition in the Sind High 
Cotin on hanging their detention. Then- 
lawyers'. said they had still not received 
notices explaining why they were being held. 

They are permanently accompanied to the 
house by a policewoman, and police and 
militia guard the house. A member of their 
family was allowed to visit them once briefly 
and they have met their lawyer. 

Reports reaching here from Larkana said 
police had already begun building roadblocks 
and other barriers up to several kilometers 
from the grave site to stop the expected 
crowds of Bhutto’s supporters from getting 
near. 
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BEIRUT, .March 30 (R)' - Syrian 
Premier Abdul- Rauf al-Kasm has accused 
unidentified former Syrian political leaders 
of being U.S. intelligence agents helped by 
the Israelis. 


In an interview with the Paris-based 
Arabic weekly magazine Al Mostakbal he said 
some of the former leaders were operating 
oat of Israel and cadres of arms with Israeli 
markings had been found in Syria. 


Kasm said Syrian authorities had proof 
that American intelligence was involved in 
anti- Syrian activities. 


‘ ‘ We have the proof. Leaders of die opposi- 
tion political movement are operating in 
cooperation with Israel. We also have proof 
that they are not only cooperating with 
American intelligence but also serving as its 
direct agents;” he said. " ,. m 
•‘We have discovered Israeli weapons with 
Israeli marking still on them. These weapons 
are still in our possession and it is the first 
time we reveal this”, Kasm said. 

Earlier this month President Hafez Assad 
accused the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency 
of stirring up rioting and violence in northern 
and central Syria.

Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim was 
quoted as saying in an interview published 
Saturday he still favored an international 
conference to solve the Middle East conflict 
with the participation of all sides concerned. 

He told the Paris-based Arabio-language 
weekly magazine Ah -Nahar Arab and Inter - 
national that the participants should include 
die Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) 
and described the Palestine question as the 
key to a settlement. 

Replying to a question on reports about a 
new Middle East initiative sponsored by 
Western Europe, Waldheim said: “I have not 
been officially notified of such ideas and 
believe a comprehensive settlement for all 
aspects of the Middle East problem is the 
only solution.” 

“In tins connection I proposed in the past 
— and this is what I reiterate holding an 
international — con ference in which all par- 
ties concerned take part, including the Pales- 
tinians represented by the FLO,” he added. 

Waldheim went on: “1 do not know die 
appropriate time for sudt an initiative. A 
numb er of developments have to be awaited 
before such a course becomes a reality.”

AMMAN, March 30 (OFNS ) — Jordan 
may slaughter its entire population of black 
goats and replace them with white sheep as 
part of tiie United Nations- sponsored world 
conservation strategy designed to preserve 
natural resources. 

According to Dr. Subhi Qasem, dean of the 
agriculture faculty at Jordan’ s Y armouk Uni- 
versity, the black goats harm the land by 
uprooting many of the plants on which they 
feed. They are also thought to eat earth. 

“They are the biggest pest in Jordan,” said 
Qasem. “They eat 20 to 30 per cent of the 
trees planted each year and contribute to soil 
erosion." 

The eating habits of white sheep are less 
harmful to the land. They cannot feed on 
hillside vegetation; which retains soil. The 
white sheep will probably be unported from 
Australia and New Zealand. 

Before imilcfng the decision, experiments 
will be carried out at the university. A 25- 
acre plot will be used to compare how quickly 

fertile land turns to desert when grazed by 
goats, sheep or left unfarmed.

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Kielland men shrugged at storm 

Workers played 
as platform split 
in raging seas 





OSLO. March 30 ( AP) — When the storm 
‘ began hitting the Alexander t. Kielland 
“holer 1 platform for North Sea oilmen 
Thursday night, nobody paid much attention 
to it — the 213 men aboard the 10,000-ton 
steel structure had seen worse. 

No one worried much about the 96 kmh 
winds and 1.8 mv waves pounding the 
French-built platform floating on five 
pontoon-supported legs in the Norwegian 
Edda ottfiled. 

Some men ate in the restaurant on the 
" five-story- structure, open round the dock 
serving steaks and smoked salmon. Work on 
the rigs tapping the North Sea's oil never 
stops. 

Some slept in their cabins after a 12-hour 
shift Another fifty, induding Norwegian 
engineer Olav Skotheim, 28, went to the 
movie theater on the bottom level of the giant 
. structure in the sprawling Ekofisk field 320 
kins south of the Norwegian coast. 

; „■ Thursday’s film was Jeremiah Johnson a 
I ‘Robert Redford epic about an American 
: ■■ mountain man who survives a fierce winter in 
the Rocky Mountains against all odds. 

The movie had just started. Then, at 1733 
•GMT, the unthinkable happened — the plat- 
.* form began to capsize. The men aboard were 

• soon themselves fighting for their lives in the 

• world’s worst offshore oil field disaster, with 
39 known dead so far and 85 men missing, 
now presumed dead in the icy waters. 

Skotheim said the light went out. plunging 
the bewildered men into confusion. Some 
screamed in terror as one side of the platform 
slipped into the turbulent sea. 

One of the legs of the platform, built to 
withstand 30- meter waves, had collapsed. 

■ Some experts believe that it could have 

■ collapsed because the storm punctured the 
air-filled leg or possibly because one of the 
cables anchoring the semi- submersible plat- 
form to the sea bed broke, putting excessive 
strain on the leg that collapsed. 

Skotheim said he heard “two loud bangs 
' -followed by another bang soon after’’. Thirty 
seconds later the platform was listing danger- 
ously at 45 degrees. 

Alarm bells sounded, adding to the confu- 
sion. No one knew what had happened. 

' The heavy structure continued to tip over, 

- pilling men up against the wall in heaps. 

: Res cue officials believe most of the casual- 
ties were among the men who were sleeping 
Or in the theater. 

It was all over in 20 mimutes. The Alexan - 
derl. Kielland . a marvel of modem engineer- 
ing, became of tomb for the men trapped 
inside 27m under water.

Rescue officials said nearly all the sur- 
vivors were found in lifeboats or life vests.

Survivors reported panic. Fear -stricken 
men jammed the door from the movie thea- 
ter, preventing others from getting out. On 
the crazily tilting deck, some men grabbed 
life jackets and threw themselves into the big 
waves. 


Salvador tense for slain prelate’s funeral 


SAN SALVADOR. El Salvador, March 
30 (R) — Murdered Archbishop Oscar 
Amulfo Romero was to be laid to rest here 
Sunday amidst strict security measures to 
counter possible violence. 

Tens of thousands of people were expected 
to attend the funeral and government and 
military officials feared right or left-wing 
extremists might provoke rioting. 

Troops were confined to barracks and all 
police leave canceled. The Red Cross made 
emergency preparations and pulled back into 
’.rvice even ambulances under repairs. 

In last-minute appeals the ruling civilian- 
rilitary junta called on the people to remain 
-aim, warning trouble-makers from taking 
dvantage of the people's grief to sow more 
:tred. 

Leaders of the Revolutionary Coordinator 
i the Masses ( CRM) , the umbrella organ iza- 
ion of l eftist gro ups, said they would go to 


the Metropolitan Cathedral where the arc- 
hbishop will be laid to rest, to pay their final 
homage to him. 

The leftists called on their supporters to 
gather at Cuscatlan Park for a “march of 
mourning’ ' to the cathedral, about two kms 
away. 

Romero was shot dead on Monday while 
celebrating mass and church leaders have 
blamed right-wing guerrillas for his death. 

Diplomatic observers believe if the aro 
hbishop’s funeral passes uneventfully then 
the junta will have cleared a big hurdle in : ts 
struggle for survival. 


Since coming to power after the overthrow 
of rightist President Carlos Humberto Rom- 
ero (no relation to the archbishop) the junta 
has been faced with one crisis after another, 
induding the ever-present threat of a coup. 

Only three days ago three cabinet ministers 
resigned in protest against the junta’s inabil- 
ity to control the fighting between opposing 
political groups which in just over five, 
months has claimed more than 700 lives. 

Romero, a Nobel peace prize nominee last 
year, will be buried in a crypt inside the Met- 
ropolitan Cathedral. 


Conductor Mantovani dies at 74 
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LONDON. March 30 (R) — Conductor 
Annunzio Mantovani, whose lilting string 
arrangements gained him a world-wide repu- 
tation. died Saturday night at the age of 74, 
his family said Sunday. 

He died in a nursing home south of London 
after a long illness, his son-in-law, Beverley 
Mott said. 

Mantovani first became popular in the 
early 1950's with his lulling melodies and 
cascading strings. 

His music became known as a stepping 
stone to the classics and his record Charmaine 
was one of the greatest sellers ever. 

Mantovani made his last recording in the 


mid- 1970’s and ill health ended his career, 
which began when he gave a public perfor- 
mance as a violinist at the age of 16. 

He was born in Venice but at the age of four 
was brought to London with his family and in 
1935 he became a British subject. 

MantovanTs father wanted him to be an 
engineer but his mother supported bis musi- 
cal aspirations. He first led small ensembles 
and orchestras at hotels, then made radio 
broadcasts and signed his first recording con- 
tract in 1 940. 

But in took 1 0 years for the stylistic charm 
of his arrangements, known as "tumbling 
strings.” to bring him world-wide fame.

British colonel judges would - be explorers 


■* NEW YORK, March 30 ( AP) — Tune 
was when a man with an itch to find a lost 
city or discover a new world could kneel 
before a king or queen and promise to 
plant the flag in return for three ships and 
some money. 

Today, many would-be explorers go to 
see a British career military man in Lon- 
don to argue the importance of digging or 
studying or charting in the interest of scho- 
larship, science and mankind. 

Even without a pith helmet, Lt. Col. 
John Blashford-Snell of the Royal 
Engineers, head of the Scientific Explora- 
tion Society, looks like a screen director’s 
vision of the unflappable explorer, the 
man who would know what to do when all 
seems lost and provisions have ran out. 

The 44-year-old master explorer has 
led at least 17 British expeditions, includ- 
ing one through the nearly impassable 
Darien Gap in Panama, and another 
retracing David Stanley’s voyage on the 
Zaire (Congo) River. 

When he's In London, and not cutting 
his way through some jungle, Blashford- 
Snell listens to archeologists, historians 
and a variety of scientists, all of whom 
have projects to study and places to 
explore and no money. If die ideas seem 
valid, he tries to arrange backing through 
private and government sources. 

“You’d think it had all been done, but 
then you’d be amazed at the number of 


worthy, fascinating projects they come up 
with,” he said during a recent interview 
here. “Problem is, there just isn't enough 
money now for them all.” 

When someone thought up a round- 
the-world voyage designed to spark the 
spirit of adventure and scientific discovery 
in young people, and timed to coincide 
with the 400th anniversary of Sir Franas 
Drake's circumnavigation of the globe, he 
thought of Blashford-Suell — and his 
friend and heir to the British throne. 
Prince Charles. 

The prince became the patron of Oper- 
ation Drake. Former U.S. ambassador to 
the Court of St, James, Walter Annen- 

berg, put up $100,000 in seed money. 
Many other sponsors followed suit, and 
BUrshford-SneH became project director. 

One of his functions is to interview 
potential young explorers (only some 300 
will have been chosen out of 58,000 appl- 
icants for the two-year project), asking 
them to prove their mettle by weighing a 
boa constrictor. It also helps to have a 
sponsor willing to put up $5,000 to defray 
the cost of the trip. 

One young woman, he said, faced with a 
boa that wouldn't curl up micely to be 
weighed, looked the snake in the eye, 
hoisted it on her shoulders and stepped on 
the scale — then she weighed herself 
alone. 

Operation Drake set sail in November 


1 978 aboard the Brigantine Eye of the 
Wind out of Plymouth, England. So far, 
the expedition has explored the coast of 
Panama and called at the Fiji Islands and 
Papua New Guinea. 

It will soon begin the final nine-month 
phase that will take ship and crew plus 24 
young explorers and nine experienced 
adults, including Blashford-Snell, to 
Sulawesi in the East Indies, the Chagos 
Archipelago in the Indian Ocean and Port 
Sudan at the southern end of the Red Sea . 

Scientific research projects await the 
explorers at each stop. 

In Papua New Guinea, one young man 
financed by the society found an impor- 
tant coal field. Another is looking for 
$3,000 to finance a voyage in a 
Melanesian war canoe from New Guinea 
to the New Hebrides Islands to test a 
theory he developed about Pacific migra- 
tion. 

When he finished interviews with 
potential explorers, Blashford-Snell ming- 
led with his peers at the 75th annual 
Explorers’ Club dinner here Saturday. 
The re. 1 ‘the great names, die aspirants and 
the armchair explorers” dined on such 
things as lion steaks and lambs’ eyeballs. 

Many of us have been to gatherings 
where at least one man — or an occasional 
woman — has done something dangerous 
and wound erful in a remote corner of the 
earth and returned to tell the tale. 


Mrs. Ceausescu 
named to key 
Romanian post 

VIENNA, March 30 (R) — Romanian first 
lady Elena Ceausescu has been named a first 
deputy prime minister, the highest govern- 
ment post held by a woman in a Communist 
country. 

In a government reshuffle reported by 
Agerpres news agency, the wife of Romanian 
President Nicolae Ceausescu became one of 
three first deputy premiers, increasing her 
already considerable power. 

Mrs. Ceausescu, 61 . is also a member of the 
Communist party central committee, the 
policy-making political executive committee 
and the party’s select permanent bureau. 

Last year she quietly took over the key 
position of chairman of the commission for 
party and state cadres, which put her in 
charge of the party’s secret card index on 
Communist officials. 

Until now. her only government post had 
been chairman of the national council of sci- 
ence and technology, which made her auto- 
matically a member of the council of minis- 
ters (cabinet). 

Several other members of the Ceausescu 
family are in senior jobs. One of the presi- 
dent’s brothers. Ion, is deputy minister for 
agriculture, another brother. Die, is a general 
and a third, Marin, a diplomat in Vienna.

Viet president 
Thang dies in 
Hanoi at 91 

MOSCOW, March 30 (AP) - President 
Ton Due Thang of Vietnam has died in Hanoi 
at the age of 91 , the Soviet news agency Tass 
reported Sunday. 

The president had been ill since August, 
and last week the Voice of Vietnam described 
his condition as “very grave.” Tass did not 
report on which day Thang died or the cause. 

Thang had filled the largely ceremonial 
post president since 1976. A veteran Viet- 
namese revolutionary, his roots were in the 
south. He was also a member of the central 
committee of die Vietnamese Communist 
party. 

Thang joined die party in 1930. He spent 
16 years imprisoned in a penal colony run by 
Vietnam's French colonial rulers because of 
his revolutionary work. 

With the establishment of a Co mmunis t 
state in North Vietnam he served as vice- 
chairman and the chairman of the standing 
committee of the National Assembly. In 
1960 he was made vice president of North 
Vietnam and became president in 1969. 

According to Soviet biographies Thang 
was bora Aug. 20. 1888 to a peasant family in 
what was then South Vietnam. He worked in 
a Saigon factory until 1912, when he joined 
the French navy in France.

WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP) — U.S. 
Senate Democratic leader Robert C. Byrd 
said he is "sick and tired” of a lack of support 
from American allies for U.S. actions in Iran 
and Afghanistan. 

"It almost makes me vomit to think of the 
hemming and hawing,’ the vacillating, the 
waiting Byrd, said at his weekly news con- 
ference. 

He was referring • specifically to many 
nations’ apparent reluctance to support Pres- 
ident Timm y Cartel’s plans for an interna- 
tional boycott of this summer’s Olympic 
games in Moscow. But he also said Euro- 
pean allies should cooperate more in 
economic moves designed to push Iranian 
leaders toward releasing die U.S. hostages. 

Byrd said he and other senators have been 
briefed on new actions Carter plans to take 
against Iran this week, but be said the actions 
— which he would not describe — will not be 
“overly dramatic.” 

“What is really needed is for our allies to 
intensify their pressure on Iran," he said. 

The Senate’s majority leader said he told 
Carter Friday in a telephone conversation 
that he strongly supports the boycott as a 
“matter of principle” to protest Soviet milit- 
ary activity in Afghanistan. 

“If s beyond me why ouraflies can’t see the 
principle that is involved here." he said. 

“Suppose Soviet paratroops were landing 
in France.* How would the French feel about 
that?” he asked. 

Byrd said die U.S, Olympic Committee 
should decide officially whether to support 
the boycott, should act promptly to Support 
Cartel’s decision. "That prompt showdown 
might help our European allies to muster 
enough patriotism to do the same,” hi said. 

The U.S. Olympic Committee has not offi- 
cially said it will back Carter, although most 
committee officials have -said the organize- 
tion will go along with the boycott. Many U.S. 
athletes, have said however they want to 
compete in Moscow. 

The White House said Friday Carter could 
take action to prevent athletes from going to 
Moscow, but did not say what those steps 
might be. 

NBC said in a statement issued in New 
York that it would comply with the govern- 
ment's order rights. Much of that is covered 
by insurance.

In Moscow, a Tass dispatch from Washing- 
ton contained the first Soviet response to 
Cartel's order denying all licences for U.S. 
goods and technology to be used for the 
s umm er Olympics. 

Tass quoted unidentified “observers” as 
noting that Cartel’s link between the Olymp- 
ics and Soviet involvement in Afghanistan is 
“inconsistent, because everyone well knows 
that the Olympic charter contains the princi- 
ple that such discriminatory actions for politi- 
cal reasons are forbidden." 

“Attempting to keep Americans from 
familiarizing themselves with the progress of 
the Olympics, the Carter administration has 
is effect forbidden the NBC television com- 
pany. which holds the exclusive right to cover 
the Olympic games, to broadcast from Mos- 
cow," Tass said.

woman tennis event with victories here 
Saturday. 

Navratilova turned aside a match point and 
came back to defeat Billy Jean King, 4-6, 7-6, 
6-0, while Austin downed Australian- bora 
Exonne Goolagong Cawley 6-4, 6-3. 

Austin and Navratilova, who battled last 
week in New York for the $ 100,000 winner 5 s 
prize, will be in the same situation Sunday. 

King and Cawley play for third and 
$30,000, and fourth, which, carries a $20,000 
prize. 

Austin and Cawley produced a match of 
severe fluctuation. Cawley went ahead 4-1 in 
the first set, then lost eight straight games to 
surrender that set and fall behind 3-0 in die 

28 -year- old Cawley rallied to win 
three games in a row and evened the set. But 
Austin won the final three games to dose the 
match. 

“Even though I did get up, I didn’t feel I 
was really in the match ,” said Cawley:. “I 
didn’t have the touch I needed, I wasn’t able 
to do what I wanted with the ban." 

Austin was uncharacteristidy erratic with 
her ground strokes early in the contest- but 
settled down mid- way through the first set. 
Cawley could not control her serve well 
enough to take the net and place the land of 
pressure on the 17-year-old that she would 
have preferred. 

The victory evened the life-time series 
between Austin and Cawley at three wins 
apiece. 

The King-Navratilova contest turned on a 
match point at 5-4 in the second set, which 
got away from King after C*t .hoslovaitian- 
bom Navratilova received a favorable 
bounce on a ball that hit the top of the net. 
King reacted in time to lift the ball back, but 
Navratilova was there to put away the point. 

With immediate defeat averted, Nav- 
ratilova broke Kingj’s serve to set the second 
set at 5-5, then won a tie-breaker, 7-4. 

With momentum in her favor, Navratilova 
broke King’s serve to open the third set and 
swept through it looking more powerful than 
she had at any time previously in the match. 

King parlayed a service break in the fifth 
game to win the opening set and came from a 
service break behind to lead the second set 
and have the opportunity to serve for the 
matdi. 

“At that point. I thought it was all uver," 
said Navratilova. “I hadn’t been able to break 
her serve all day." 
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THE SHAH’S MOVE 


Reactions to the former Shah’s move to Egypt continue 
along several dimensions. On that of the American administ- 
ration there were rumors that the former monarch’ s safety was 
officially guaranteed by the U.S. government, and that his 
departure to Egypt meant the end of such a guarantee. 

This was seen as the meaning of the later statement by 
national security adviser Breezinski on the Shah’s move, in 
which he said that the American responsibility for the former 
Shah ended the moment he set foot on Egyptian soil. Previ- 
ously, Brzezmski had tried to deny any U.S. involvement in 
the move, which he described as having been done within a 
“humanitarian" context. 

From the point of view of the Shah himself, it appears that 
the move does signify a distrust of both American guarantees 
and official Panamanian intentions. The Panamanians had 
allowed the Iranians to start proceedings in the courts for the 
Shah’ s extradition, and a delegation of Iranian and interna- 
tional lawyers had actually arrived in Panama with this end in 
view. 

The Shah dearly feels safer in Egypt, where President Sadat 
would not countenance such a move. In addition, the Egyptian 
government must have felt relieved that the popular reaction 
to its guest’s arrival was not as strong as anticipated — 
nothing, certainly, to compare to the violent demonstrations 
in Panama which accompanied his arrival there. 

For their part the Iranians will not allow their campaign of 
protest to die down. And it is pure wishful thinking on the part 
of Brzezinski to say that the Shah's move to Egypt has nothing 
to do with the question of the hostages held in Tehran. But 
there is nothing the Iranians can do to force Egypt to expel the 
Shah or hand him over — even though they seem to be trying 
to organize support from some Arab states i nimical to Sadat 

The Shah’s move thus will not have immediate tangible 
results. But it is nevertheless a further element of instability in 
an area already sufficiently unstable. 



What hope in the Middle East ?

After another visit to the Middle East, this time 
to both sides of the Jordan, I come back trying to 
assess the prospects for peace. My condos on is 
anxiously optimistic, but I must not neglect to give 
dne weight to the formidable obstades which still 
stand in the way of a settlement — a settlement to 
give security to the three to four million Israelis and 
freedom to the three to four mini on Palestinians. 
Both are now possible, bnt not one without the 
other. 

The prindpal obstacle is the policy of the present 
Israeli government, the policy of ruthless annexa- 
tion of Arab Jerusalem and the West Bank and 
Gaza. That policy is being hurriedly and relentlessly 
pursued particularly in die rapid concrete enrirde- 
ment of Jerusalem. I was specially impressed by the 
large-scale bulldozing and building of great blocks 
of fortress tenements to the east of the city. 

The second obstacle is die policy of the United 
States government which continues to enable the 
Israeli government to cany out its policy of annexa- 
tion. While the U.S. does not directly Mhsidizft the 
annexation activities in effect it does so by continu- 
ing to provide Israel with massive money and arms, 
meanwhile making frequent confusing and conflict- 
ing statements about die future of Jerusalem and 
the West Bank. 

There is a third obstacle, more difficult to define 
but also important. It is die failure of the Israelis to 
show understanding of the Palestinians and their 
cause. Having lost the greater part of the Palestine 
which was once theirs, the Palestinians now have 
good reason to fear that they will soon lose control 
of ah the rest forever. And meanwhile they suffer 
the humiliations and injustices of a subject people. 
Their land and water are being gradually expropri- 
ated and their right to organize politically and to 
co mmuni cate their case to the outside world is obs- 
tructed. The Palestinian mayors are prevented from 
taking joint political action and from reporting their 
grievances to the United Nations and elsewhere in 
die world. The Palestinian people are meanwhile 
sometimes subject to curfews, night arrests, deten- 
tions and imprisonment in terrible conditions, and 
in a few cases to torture even of schoolchildren. The 
deep bitterness and indignation caused by the milit- 
ary occupation is one of the main factors in the 
present situation. 

And it is depressing to read in the Israeli press the 
accusation that any international concern about 
these complaints, any attempt to search for the 
means to end die gathering tragedy, is due either to 
a selfish obsession with supplies of Arab oil or to 
anti-semitic prejudice. The Jerusalem Post spoke of 
“European leaders seeking to wangle their way into 
the Arabs’ favors on a Palestine plank ... at the gate 
of the new oil-soaked paradise”. 

What more can be said about the obstades to 
peace, about the Israeli and American policies and 
about the failure to show any understanding and 
sympathy and compassion for the Palestinian peo- 
ple? 

First, the policies and dedsioos of the present 
Israeli government are apparently losing die sup- 
port of their own people, as they are certainly 
gravely alienating international opinion. Abba 
Eban says “The truth is that our rule over Judea, 


Samaria and Gaza is based on coercion rather than 
agreement. It is therefore out of accord with die 
first principle of democratic government, which is 
that“ Governments derive their just power from die 
consent of die governed” and he goes on to say, 
with reference to talk of so-called “fell autonomy,” 
that “Autonomy is a positive idea which has 
became empty of its content”. 

Second, the U.S. government by its recent actions 
and statements and its contradictions at the United 
Nations has forfeited, temporarily at least, a 
dominating and leading position in Middle East 
affairs. 

Third, there are growing indications that the sup- 
pression of human rights amongst Palestinians is a 
martyr of genuine and increasing Israeli concern 
and protest. There have been large demonstrations 
in the main Israeli towns against the settlement 
policies of the present government and they con- 
tinued while I was there. The New Outlook and 
Peace Now movements gather strength and sup- 
port. 

So having referred to the extent and the limita- 
tion of the obstades to peace what are the favorable 
factors in the present situation? 

The main development is the rising tide of inter- 
national opinion in favor of Palestinian rights. 

It is surprising that this has come so late, for the 
main arguments for supporting Palestinian Haims 
have been dear for more than a decade. Israeli 
provocation and U.S. blunders have no doubt con- 
tributed to the new international awareness , and 
encouragement of the Palestine cause. Another fac- 
tor has no doubt been the responsible and united 
action by the Palestine mayors in the face erf so 
much petty interference and restriction, defending 
their support of the PLO and protesting together at 
the continuation of Israeli military domination. 

But whatever the reasons there is now without 
doubt an international recognition as never before 
of the need to save the Palestinian people from a 
fate of landless subservience and to save Israel from 
an unworthy course bound to lead to mounting 
opposition amonst Palestinians and in the Arab 
countries and in the wider world. 

The Jerusalem Post says in its leader of die 18th 
March: 

“The harder Mr. Begin plumps for IsraePs 
inalienable right to settle and retain Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza in perpetuity, on behalf of die Jewish 
people, the harder it becomes for even Israels best 
friends to block die designation of Judea and 
Samaria and Gaza as inalienably Arab (or rather) 
Palestinian on the strength of self-determi nation" . 

The strong tide of support for Palestinian self- 
determination is not limited to Europe where there 
is now a general consensus in favor of a peaceful 
settlement on the lines proposed in the 1967 Sec- 
urity Council Resolution 242. Elsewhere in the 
world there is general agreement, and it is impor- 
tant for die Resolution 242 which made die vote 
unanimous. So the basic principle of that Resolu- 
tion “the inadmissibility of the acquisition of territ- 
ory by war” has at least a good chance of accep- 
tance. It is worth remembering that President Cu- 
ter, President Sadat and Prime Minister Begin at 
Camp David signed die accord accepting the 
Resolution 242 “in allits parts.” 

So if there is such a wide measure of agreement 


what is the action required? 

Clearly what is needed is an independent, inter- 
national initiative, a {dan winch neither Israel or the 
Palestinians could propose but which both, and the 
U.S. and die Soviet Union too, can eventually 
accept. 

This will be no propaganda exercise and no mere 
statement erf principles but a carefully prepared and 
fully negotiated plan for a comprehensive peace. 
The basic aims have long ago been accepted but 
now it will be necessary to deal not only with pur- 
poses but with methods of implementation, with 
boundaries, with transitional trusteeship, with 
demilitarized zones and international supervision 
and guarantee. The plan must be detailed, practical, 
complete. 

Who can best prepare such an initiative in consul- 
tation with all concerned? It seems dear that West- 
ern Europe is in the best position to undertake this 
major task. It must, I assume, take some months in 
preparation. No doubt an international team, 
drawn perhaps from the United Kingdom, France 
and Germany, will be required to ensure that the 
negotiations are pursued without delay. And then 
eventually after reference to the United Nations a 
peace conference, under the Joint chairmanship of 
theU.S. and the Soviet Union might prepare for the 
signing of peace treaties at Geneva. 

I turn filially to one subject of the utmost impor- 
tance and the greatest difficulty. I come back to the 
central and fundamental question of tile future of 
Jerusalem. And I make two basic propositions. 
First,' that without peace in Jerusalem there can be 
no peace in the Middle East. Second, there can be 
no peace in Jerusalem with part of the population a 


subject people ami with the Holy Sites of Islam 
under Israeli sovereignty. 

So the contention gains ground that there must be 
a united Gty with no barriers between an Arab 
Jerusalem under Palestinian sovereignty and ah 
Israeli Jerusalem under Israeli sovereignty, and 
freedom of movement and access between them. 

I went to see Mayor Teddy Kollek, as I regularly 
do when I visit Jerusalem. I respect what he has 
done for the preservation of the beauty of the Old 
City and its immediate surroundings — and I trust 
he has never approved or accepted the decisions of 
his political masters to surround the Gty with the 
monstrous ring of menacing high-rise tenements. 
He takes justified pride in his constant anxiety to 
establish and m aintain good relations between the 
mrnmniwtiwi of the Gty and he reminded me that 
tiie Muslims have already been given control over 
the mosque area. He reminded me too that he him- 
self has advocated two boroughs one Israeli and one 
Palestinian. He fears that dual sovereignty might 
lead to renewal of the old barriers which we would 
both abhor. I like to think however that his practical 
and deep devotion to Jerusalem will lead him to 
accept that the Gty should be united tty equality 
and not divided by domination — under the inspir- 
ing conception that Jerusalem must be the gateway 
to reconciliation and mutual respect and a lasting 
peace. 

Year after year since 1967 we have worked and: 
hoped to see a way forward to peace, always to find 
our hopes frustrated by distrust and delay. 

May 1980 be tire year first of hard work and 
urgent negotiation with all concerned, leading onto 
a new international initiative and a complete plan of 
action and a final peace conference.

TEHRAN — 

Little more than a year after the, overthrow of die 
Shah, Iran wants to democratically elect a parlia- 
ment. But the exercise has been marred by allega- 
tions of ballot rigging. 

President Bani-Sadr wanted a strong parliament. 
Indeed be found himself inundated with protests 
about malpractice, thus endangering the credibility 
he so wanted die parliament to have. 

Results so far declared show the dergy- 
dominated alliance led by the Islamic Republic 
Parly, already in control of most of the seats, won 
on die first ballot, while the presidents closely- knit 
group of supporters have picked up only a few seats. 

Faced with widespread allegations of cheating, 
Bani-Sadr announced that a commission of inquiry 
would be set up. 

But his initial reaction that the election would be 
declared null and void if the irregularities were 
proved to be serious, was toned down. He said some 
areas were satisfied with the conduct of the election, 
in others there might have to be a new polL 

With about40 per cent of Iran’ s electorate illiter- 
ate, the voting system showed scope for cheating. In 
Tehran voters had a list of 433 names. There was 
nothing so simple as a tick or a cross required; 30 
names had to be written down. 

The ban on campaigning on election day and at 
polling booths was widely ignored. There were also ; 


accusations of bias by officials at both the polling, 
and the count. 

Following early results the likelihood of parlia- 
ment assembling after the first ballot efisappeared. 
In most seats nobody wbn an absolute majority. 
Even the date for the second round is uncertain. 

The Islamic Republic Party picked up about 
two- thirds of the seats where there was a winner on 
the first ballot. A solid block of members whose 
allegiance lie with the religious parties could obs- 
truct Bani-Sadr. 

He wanted parliament to back him and give him 
the musde to exert his authority. One of bis main 
ai m s is to neutralize the numerions alternative ' 
power centers that still flourish, and strengthen cen- 
tral control. 

This policy received a slight boost from Ayatollah 

Khomeini, still the only authority revolutionary 
Iran will obey. The ayatollah has announced an 
amnesty for some political criminals, to mark the 
Persian new year. 

He also said no group, whether responsible or 
irresponsible, must be allowed to attack others. 
They would be brought before the courts if they 
persisted. 

Witch hunts are still common, with the Pasdaran, 
the revolutionary guards, making many arrests.. 

It would be a step forward if the courts and the 
legal machinery, under the prosecutor general, 
were able to dictate events.

like the Makwetlas, who are among the 1.5 
million blacks out of a total population of 
1 8.6 mOlion allowed to live permanently in a 
city. At the same time, the “reforms?’ closed 
loopholes in the system and tightened entry 
requirements for blacks from the job-starved 
countryside. Many blacks who held jobs 
“illegal ly” in the cities bad to return to their 
poverty-ridden country homes, according to 
workers at Black Sash, the only organization 
that assists blacks who fall afoul of the ‘.‘pass’’ 
laws. 

"Politically speaking, the government? s 
policy is one of those tactics to create con- 
stant divisions in black people said Wilson 
Shuyenyane, director of a leadership 
exchange program. “We are split nationally 
arid culturally and now they want to do it 
economically.” 

Black youths are scornful of the govern- 
ment’s policies, which they term “ middle o- 
lassism,” as obfuscating racial conflict with an 
ideological struggle between socialism and 
capitalism. "Botha is discrediting capitalism 
further by identifying it - with methods of 
entrenching white- minority power,” said 
Curtis Nkondo, a black consciousness 
movement leader. 

Makwetia emphasized the prevalence of 
these sentiments in his community and recal- 
led much criticism during the 1976 Soweto 
turbulence of blacks like themselves who had 
achieved a certain status. 

“The militant students hate the term ‘mid- . 
die class’ because they say it makes people 
forget. They see the middle class as tools of 
the status quo, and they do have a point 
there.” Makwetia said, adding- that such 
attitudes rqn put him and his family “in a bad. 
spot." 


A deeper look into the Makwetlas’ exis- 
tence reveals other factors that negate the 
comfort usually associated with middle-class 
living. Angelin e, 32, a personnel officer in a 
large American-owned computer firm, said, 
“We are second-class citizens in the land of 
our birth.” 

They are not allowed to own the land on 
which their new home is buflr. They have not. 
opted for tire governments 99-year- lease 
scheme for their house site because they say 
there is no assurance that their children can 
inherit the land. 

The segregated school system still spends 
about 12 times as much on each white child as 
it does on each black. “After 1976, we 
expected a lot of changes in education, but 
nothing has changed,” said Angelin e. 

Removal of discrimination is slow. “I was 
just in Port Elizabeth on a business trip.” 
Angdine recalled. “I thought how nice it 
would be for a vacation, but then I began 
thinking about the segregated beaches. It is 
to difficult to: explain such things to children 
and that? s why we opt for going outside South 
Africa for trips.” 

The Makwetlas cannot vote for the central 
government, only the Soweto' Town Council 
to be inaugurated this year as one of its 
reforms. They could vote for the government 
of the rural black homeland where they eth- 
nically belong but wDJ never live. 

The upward mobility usually found in the 
middle class does not apply to the Makwetlas 
in their choice of neighborhoods. Practically, 
every inch of South Africa is assigned to one 
face group. 

Although the Makwetlas could afford to 
escape the crowding arid crime of Soweto, 
they have nowhere else to live in the city. 

Would they move form Soweto if they 
could? “I don’t think we would ” said Jacob. 
Ang eline piped up, “But when I go to Pre- 
toria and .see those homes along the highway 
(in a white area) that have big yards, swim- 
ming pools and playgrounds, that’s where Td 
like to live.” 

It is dre ams like this that malcft some peo- 
ple believe the government's strategy has” at 
least an even chance of being effective,” said 
Shuyenyane, of the leadership program. 

“Let's face it, we live in a capitalist soci- 
ety," he explained. “Ifs a rat race society," 
he explained. “Ifs a rat race to get to the top, 
to acquire material goods, to get a better job, 
to educate your children and to improve the 
matchbox houses we live in, in Soweto”, be 
said. 

“But”, Shuyenyane added, “there is a’ 
catch. The . more economic : muscle you 
acquire, the more you become aware of your 
political deprivation.” 

“Certainly the political aspirations of 
blacks are not going to disappear” said ’ 
Brand, the economic adviser. I think that 
when you do get to be middle class with 
upward mobility, yon also become more 
politically conscious in the process.” he said. 
But the hope is that blacks “might be more 
willing to take an evolutionary path.” 



Israel’s economy, with an inflation rate now 
exceeding ISO per cent a year. 

Israelis axe so concerned about basic 
econotnicquestians, surviving an inflationary 
spiral that shows no sign of coding, that Zipn- 
ism.as an ideology is in a state of collapse, 


Shahak says. 

“Zionism, what you could call state patriot- 
ism or state worship, has been collapsing over 
the past two or three years, especially last 
year, when in June inflation crossed the 50 
per cent line.” 

Shahak is presently on a speaking tour of 
the United States, 

Zionism today survives only among a small 
segment of the Israeli population, those tak- 
ing part in the “return to religion” so closely 
associated with the settlements question, 
Shahak said. “Ibis return to religion has been 
exaggerated by the media. There is such a 
wave, especially among young people of the 
upper classes, the Ashkenazi upper dasses. 
This wave involves extreme patriotism, and 
hatred of Arabs — in fact not just of Arabs 
but of all non-Jews.” 

“Only those people who have returned to 
religion or are influenced by religion con- 
tinue to be Zionists. The only people, practi- 
cally, who are coming from the West to settle 
in Israel are religious Jews." 

Shahak admitted that this religious move- 
ment had “some impact," given its upper- 
class origins “But there is also underneath — 
unreported in tile Israeli press a very power- 
ful wave against religion. This is because 
religion is associated with Begin’ s Likud gov- 
ernment, which is now very unpopular, and 
with comipbon.The whole of Israel is cor- 
rupt, but the religious parties are even more 
so.” 

Economic chaos and the unpopularity of 
the Begin government are leading to a crisis 
in lsrael, Shahak said. This crisis could result 
many one of a number of outcomes, the most 
likely being a pre-emptive war against Syria 
and /or other Arab states, or the rise of fasc- 
ism. 

“There is a very great number of people on 
all levels of the population who are now 
openly saying, ‘We need a strong man, we 
need a dictator.’ This is now extremely popu- 
lar. “1 don’t mean a majority of the popula- 
tion, but I mean very many people. And of 
course, a man may say in the morning, ‘We 
n£ed a dictator,’ and then after seeing police 
.beat people, which also happens, he will say, 
‘No, I don’t want a dictator.’" 

Shahak said two factors now militate 
against a dictatorship. First of all, there is no 
good candidate for a “strong man.” Agricul- 
ture Minister Ariel Sharon, the leading force 
behind the Jewish settlements in the occupied 
territories, could have filled the bill, “but he 
has been discredited.” 

“If Sharon had been cleverer, not associat- 
ing himself so much with Gush Emuriim, and 
not taking the portfolio of minister of agricul- 
ture but something more popular, he could 
have been the one. Also, there is no popular 
active general.” 

Secondly, he- said, any prospective' dic- 
tatorship would have lo be right-wing and 
religiously-oriented, and “the majority of the 
people are now disliking religion-” 

But Shahak conceded that fascism could 
arise in Israel in the form of a coup d’etat

engineered by an unknown colonel or group 
of officers. “The officers in the army are very 
full of wishes to establish military rale." 

As for a pre-emptive war, Shahak said the 
population of Israel is being primed for the 
attack particularly against Syria. The Hebrew 
press has been carrying countless articles 
inveighing against the “Syrian threat." 

Given IsraeTs dire economic situation, 
there are now only two profitable professions 
in the Zionist state: “One is security in all its 
aspects, the army, police, intelligence, and 
weapons production, and the other is crime." 

Over 60 per cent of IsraeTs military budget 
is covered by U.S. grants and aid, allowing 
the country to pay its soldiers extremely high 
salaries, Shahak said. “After a year in the 
army, people are paid twice or three tunes 
what a university professor makes.” 

Extremely high salaries are enjoyed by all 
levels of the military, from clerks to pilots. 
“The pilots are particularly well paid, much 
better than, say their American counter- 
parts.” Thanks to their high pay, "in this lit- 
erally starving country, our pilots are going 
on ski vacations to Switzerland.” 


Another bonus enjoyed by Israeli pilots is a 
paid vacation including roundtrip airfare, 
every two or three years, to any place in the 
world they wish to go. “ Of course they choose 
the most far-away places, like Hawaii or Mex- 
ico. And this is all done with American 
money. America pays money so Israeli pilots, 
as an inducement, will have a paid vacation in 
Mexico." 

Another result of IsraeTs deteriorating 
economy has been a severe manpower dram. 
“There are now about three-quarters of a 
million Israelis living in the United States. 
These estimates are low, in my opinion. And 
the majority of those people are staying in the 
U.S. illegally. 

“They arrive in the U.S. on tourist visas, 
and then stay on, go underground. Some 
receive extensions of their stay by various 
illegal tricks. Most of the illegals are living in 
a very few localities, a fourth to a third of 
them are in the greater New York area, and 
there are die usual concentrations in cities 
like Los Angles. Miami, Boston, etc. But now 
more and more are scattered around the 
country.” 
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Boeing debuts two-man 
757 airliner flight deck

RENTON, Washington, March 30 — 
The most modem two-crewmember air- 
liner fl ight deck — designed for use on the 
new^geaeration 757 standard-body and 
wide body 767 twinjets — has been 
revealed by the Boeing Commercial Airp- 
lane Company, The 757 will be the first to 
be certificated for two crewmembers. 
Now in mockup form at the company’s 

Renton, Washington plant, the new 757 
flight deck includes the same digital elec- 
tronic features as the three-crewmember 
flight deck with which the first new- 
generation 767s will be equipped, plus an 
Engine Indicating and Crew Alerting Sys- 
tem (EfCAS). 

"This system will centralize all engine 
displays for two-crew airliner operation,” 
said Peter M. Mortem, senior project 
engineer for the 757 flight deck. “It will 

replace electromechanical instruments 
with high-technology digital electronic 
equipment and will provide automatic 
monitoring of engine operation.” 

The system will be provided by Rock- 
well International's Collins Air Transport 
Division, Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 

like the 767 flight deck, the 757s is 
based on concepts developed over the past 
1 5 years by Boeing and leading electronics 
firms. Views of major world airlines and 
airline pilots were taken into account in 
designing the new flight deck. The result is 
the most efficient two-crew cockpit design . 
available on any airliner, according to 
John H. Armstrong, 757 project test pilot 
The two-crew flight deck features will 


also be applicable to 767s equipped for 
operation by two crewmembers. 

Calling on experience gained form 
operations of the two-crew member 737s, 
more than 500 of which are operated 
wtnid-wide by 71 airlines, the new 757 
flight deck will have all systems controls 
within reach of either pilot. Human 
engineering studies helped designers 
dete rmin e optimum design and position- 
ing of all controls and instruments. Sep- 
aration of systems controls and indicators 
required for flight operations from those 
used to determine airplane dispatch status 
and maintenance requirements, has 
resulted in amplified systems panels. 

Taking advantage of the economies of 
equipment commonality, the 757 flight 
deck will feature many of the same ele- 
ments included in the larger 767. Forward 
windshi elds will be identical, yielding die 
same improved downward visibility dur- 
ing landing approach. The 757 nose 
design, revised last year makes possible 
the most specious two- crew flight deck in 
commercial aviation, 24 inches wider at 
the pilot stations than current standard- 
body airliners, with greater stowage space 
for aircrew flight bags, coats and hand- 
luggage. A first observer position behind 
the captain’s seat will be standard, and a 
. second observer position, slightly to the 
right of centerline, will be optional. • j.. ■

L Six hearts. There’s no way 
of bidding this hand scien- 
tifically; the best yon can do is 
take a shot at what you think 
you can make. An opening 
three notrump bid normally 
indicates a balanced hand 
containing 25 to U high-card 
points. Consequently, you are 
highly likely to make a slam 
with hearts as trumps. 

There cocld even be a grand 
dam if partner bad exactly 
the right cards, bat it would be 
downright foolish to take a 
blind shot at it Your partner 
is not necessarily barred from 
bidding seven over six, but in 
practice he nearly always 

2. Pass. Here there's almost 
no chance for a slam and the 
only problem is whether to 
pass or bid four hearts. Four 
hearts, properly construed, 
Imficates a desire to close the 
bidding then and there, and 
does not suggest interest in a 
slam. 

A pass will probably work 
out best in the long run. since 
the combined high-card point 


count Is likely to be from 29 to 
31 points — and it is bard to 
conceive of partner going 
down at three notnunp with 

that many points. In four 
hearts, you might run into a 
fool trump break and go down. 
There is also the practical 
consideration that your 
partner may have all four 
aces, and 150 points for honors 
are not to be sneezed at 

3. Six no trump. This hand Is 
unimpressive standing by 
itself, but opposite a three 
notrump opening it assumes 
slam proportions. The 
probable combined point 
count is in the 33-to-35 point 
zone, and a small slam is 
therefore very likely. 

Hands of this sort illustrate 
the great value of point court 
in assessing the number of 
tricks your side can make in 
notrump. You nearly always 
belong in a slam when you and 
partner together have 33 or 
more high-card points. 

1 Four notrump. Your raise 
to four notrump has nothing to 
do with Blackwood. You are 
not in position to judge how 
many tricks partner can 
make, and you try to resolve 
the question by alerting him to 

the possibility of a slam. Your 
partner is expected to pass 
with minimum values for his 
three notrump bid, but to 
continue the bidding if he has 
maximum values.

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Iran insists Carter confessed 


U.S. denies mistake note 


TEHRAN, March 30 (AP) - Iranian 
leaders Sunday insisted they had received let- 
ters from U.S. President Jimmy Carter admit- 
ting past mistakes in U.S. foreign policy 
toward Iran. A Swiss official acknowledged 
his government forwarded a note from Carter 
to the Iranian president, but said he did not 
know its contents. 

In Washington, a White House spokesman 
reiterated a denial Saturday by Carter 
spokesman Jody Powell of reports the presi- 
dent had sent a letter to Iranian revolutionary 
leader Ayatollah khomeini admitting any 
past mistakes. 

“That denial stands," said spokesman 
Alfred Friendly. 

Asked if Carter had sent any message to 
any Iranian officials, Friendly said, ‘Tm not 
going to comment about that. You've got a

story out of Geneva. Tm not going to com- 
ment about the contents of the message they 
say they relayed.” 

Swiss government spokesman Hansjoerg 
Renk said from his home near Bern that the 
Swiss charge d 1 affairs in Tehran “transmitted 
a message from President Carter to (Iranian 
President Abolhassan) Bani-Sadr. This took 
place some five day ago. 

“We acted merely as a go-between, as a 
postman," Renk said. “Postmen do not read 
the letters they deliver 

Asked why the Swiss Foreign Ministry had 
on Saturday denied it forwarded a message 
from Carter, Renk replied: “We denied that 
we were involved in a message to Khomeini. 
The message we delivered was to Mr. Bani- 
Sadr.” 

Renk said he could not immediately “con- 
firm the existence of any second message. I 
have not been informed of this, but I will 
certainly try to find out.” 

Bani-Sadr, Iranian Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Ghotbzadeh and Khomeini's son Ahmad 
d aimed Sunday dial at least two letters from 
the U.S. president bad been received in 
Tehran admitting alleged UJS. foreign policy 
mistakes. 

Tran has demanded such an admission as 
one of its terms for the release of the 50 
American hostages, now in their 148th day of 
captivity at the U.S. embassy in Tehran. 

“Obviously as far as we are concerned the 
message was correct and we welcome it," 
Ghotbzadeh told a news conference. “But 
unfortunately this immediately denial (by 
Powell), which I understand perfectly well 
was for internal consumption in the United 
States,...has diminis hed the effectivity of the 
impact which this message could have on our 
public opinion here.” 

If there are no more denials, ‘no more 
rhetoric, I believe it (the Carter message) has 
some chances of reducing tension and getting 
on with the business ” Ghotbzadeh said. 

“Even though there are denials, if they 
don't continue the denials — if just once for 
God's sake they keep quiet — I think we may 
have done something,” Ghotbzadeh said. 

In an interview with Tehran Radio, he said, 
“The message was personally delivered to the 
Imam (Khomeini) by myself. This is fact 
which cannot be denied. However the publi- 
cation of the delivery is causing the White 
House some domestic political difficulties. 
This is the reason for their initial denial ” he 
said, adding: “In a way, I can understand 
these domestic problems in the U.S .A.” 

Bani-Sadr told Tehran Radio he had 
received a separate letter from Carter on 
Sunday. 

The former Shah, meanwhile, smiled and 
sat up in bed Sunday after the removal of his 
spleen while doctors completed tests to see 
whether he suffered from cancer. 

The Shah sat up in his bed for the first time 
since the operation two days ago, American

surgeon Dr. Michael DeBakey said. 

DeBakey. who earlier said the former 
monarch would make a full recovery and lead 
a normal life, also told reporters that the Shah 
was visited by former Empress Farah. 


In another development in Tehran, an Ira- 
nian police investigator said Marine Staff Sgt. 
Michael Moeller, one of the American hos- 
tages, was being investigated in connection 
with allegations he was responsible for the 
pregnancy of an Iranian woman who was lul- 
led by her brother. 


The investigator, Ali Akbar Parvaneh, said 
he was investi gating claims that the girl had 
told friends she had been raped. He refused 
to elaborate on possible charges against the 
28-year-old marine from Loup City, Neb 
raska. < 


Brown sees salvation in Wisconsin 


Predicts his campaign 
will pick up steam 
in Tuesday’s primary 


WASHINGTON. March 30 (AP) — After 
au unbroken record of futility. California 
Governor Edmund Brown claims that his 
Democratic presidential campaign will finally 
start moving Tuesday in the ’Visconsin prim- 
a-y election. 

On the Republican side, representative 
John B . Anderson's campaign may stop mov- 
ing if he cannot win. 

With Ronald Reagan far ahead in the 
Republican race, and President Timmy Car- 
ter and Senator Edward Kennedy girding for 
a prolonged fight in the Democratic Party, 
Tuesday s primary elections in Wisconsin arid 
Kansas do not figure to be critical except for 
the also-rans. 

A primary, or state party election, selects 
delegates for the presidential-nominating 
national conventions. For Republicans, the 
stakes are 34 delegates in Wisconsin and 32 
in Kansas while the Democratic totals are 75 
in Wisconsin and 37 in Kansas. 

The Republican convention meets in 
Detroit. Michigan, in July and the Democrats 
couvene in New York City in August. 

A poll published on March 23 in the Mil - 
waukee Sentinel found Carter favored by 61 
per cent of the likely voters in Wisconsin, 
while Kennedy and Brown each got about 10 
per cent support. No one expects Carter to 
win so easily, especially after stunning defeats 
last week in the New York and Connecticut 
where pre-election polls had shown Carter 
leading. 

Kennedy strategists, however, say they can 
afford to lose both elections this Tuesday. 
They are pointing toward another showdown 
with Carter on April 22 in the big industrial 
State of Pennsylvania. 

Throughout the campaign. Carter has said 
he must devote attention to the hostage crisis 
in Iran and the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan instead of campaigning person- 
ally. He has not changed that policy, but this 
week the president did attend his first parti- 
san political affair in more than four months. 
Nor is Carter likely to be swayed immediately 
by polls which show that Americans want him 
to debate Kennedy. 

Brown, who is governor of California, also

made a late bid for the presidency in 1976 
and defeated Carter in the only three 
primaries in which both were entered. 

This year, however. Brown has won no 
delegates at all after 10 primaries. He was not 
even entered in the delegate-rich New York 
primary because his poorly organized cam- 
paign did not meet the requirements for get- 
ting him on the ballot. 

Brown is on the Kansas Democratic ballot 
with Kennedy and Carter, but he is not 
expected to do well in that conservative 
agricultural state. 

If Brown can win anywhere, Wisconsin is 
the place. The state was a history of support 
for innovative and slightly leftist 
philosophies. It also has loose election laws 
which permit Republicans and Democrats to 
vote in either of the party primaries. 

The 39-year-old Brown, who once trained 
for the Roman Catholic priesthood, baffles 
those who want to place politicians in conve- 
nient slots on a left-right spectrum. As gover- 
nor of California, he has enchanted the left 
with his opposition to nuclear power and his 
support for Mexican- American labor organ- 
ized Cesar Chavez, and charmed the right by 
cutting raxes. 

He vigorously opposed a California initia- 
tive to slash property taxes, but when voters 
approved it. Brown embraced the idea so 
enthusiastically that some people thought he

originated it. 

Brown makes no pretence of being a con- 
ventional politician. 

“The major issue in this campaign,” he has 
said, “is the bankruptcy of existing political 
and economic leadership in the United States 
and die obvious lack of confidence in both the 
Congress and the president" 

From Brown's point of view, there is no 
essential difference between Carter and 
Kennedy, and very little difference between 
them and the Republican candidates. 

Some commentators saw Kennedy 1 s recent 
victories as a vote against Carter and his 
policies on economics and the Middle East, 
not a note for Kennedy or his policies. 

So if Wisconsin voters only want to vote for 
Carter, they might well vote for Brown. And 
the person hurt most by that is the Republi- 
can Anderson, who wants frustrated Democ- 
rats to vote for him. 

Anderson, accordingly, has spent much 
time in Wisconsin Campaigning against 
Brown. 

The Milwaukee Sentinel poll found that 
former President Gerald Ford was favored by 
28 per cent of the likely Republican voters, 
followed by Reagan with 24 per cent and 
Anderson and former CIA Director George 
Bush with 19 per cent each. 

Ford, however, has decided not to run for 
president. His name is not on the ballot in 
Wisconsin. 


Families ofhostagees 


say they’re impatient

NEW YORK, March 30 (LAT) — 
Families of the American hostages in Iran, 
who have largely supported President 
Jimmy Carter’s efforts to free their rela- 
tives, are showing signs of impatience with 
his handling of the 145-day-old crisis. 

In the past week, they have organized a 
formal group, sent the White House a 
strong letter protesting the prospect of 
American medical treatment for the Shah 
and invited a Senate critic of Carter to 
address them. 

Leaders of the group stress that it is still 
in a formative stage and that its primary 
purpose, at present, is to imbue members 
with a sense of cohesivesness and mutual 
support But they are keenly aware of the 
group's political potential in an election 
year and at a time when public opinion 
polls indicate growing disapproval of Car- 
ter’s Iran policy. 

In such circumstances, a loss of support 
from the families of the hostages could 
prove damaging to the president The 

group has not yet criticized Carter in 
public, but it has made no promises about 
the future. 

“I won't deny that we could become a 
pressure group, but we have not formed 
merely for that reason ” said Louisa Ken- 
nedy, a spokeswoman for the group, 
which has about 150 members and calls 
itself FLAG, an acronym for Family 
Liaison Action Group. “We still support 
the president What we are saying, really, 
is ‘beware. We are r unning out of pati- 
ence.' ” 

That patience wore thin , when, before 
the Shah decided to leave Panama for 
Egypt there was a possiblity that the 
administration would allow him to return 
to die United States for medical treat- 
ment. Carter’s chief of staff, . Hamilton 
Jordan, and other U.S. representatives 
had gone to Panama, reportedly to assure 
the Shah that he would be better off stay- 
ing there. 

However, angered by the possibility. 


that the Shah would be readmitted to the 
U.S. — a prospect they felt would deepen 
the hostages’ plight — a dozen members 
of the group in the Washington area drew 
up the letter of protest. After being 
approved by 47 of 49 hostage families 
reached by phone, Kennedy said, the let- 
ter was sent through State Department 
channels to the White House. 

“It was an emotional letter,” said Ken- 
nedy, wife of Moorhead C Kennedy Jr., a 
State Department commercial officer and 
one of the hostages, “but at this point I 
don't think anyone can blame us for being 
emotional. There are, in fact, two sets of 
hostages in this crisis — one in Iran, and 
one in the U .S. — and both arc suffering.” 

Kennedy said the letter had not been 
acknowledged. However, a White House 
aide said that Carter knew of it and that 
Secretary of State Cyrus R. Vance had 
drafted a reply. The aide declined to 
describe Vance's answer, saying only that 
FLAG should receive it shortly. 

At their first formal meeting, FLAG 
members in Washington were addressed 
by a former State Department psychiat- 
rist, who briefly described problems they 
will face, by two Vietnam prisoner-of-war 
couples, who gave them a firsthand 
account of those problems, and by Sen. 
Richard Lugar, who repeated to them die 
criticism .he had leveled at Carter in a 
Senate speech. 

Although Kennedy described that ses- 
sion as “strictly an information meeting," 
she acknowledged that FLAG members' 
frustration “probably played a large part” 
in inviting Lugar, who, with Sen. S. I. 
Hayakawa, has broken an unwritten 
Capitol Hill agreement banning attacks on 
the president’s handling of the Iran crisis. 

She stressed, however, that the 53 
families embody a wide range of opinion, 
and that no comprehensive survey of their 
views has been undertaken. “That’s one of 
the things we have not gotten around to 
doing,' 1 she said.

Tito’s condition continues grave 


BELGRADE, March 30 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Josip Broz Tito' s doctors said that there 
had been no substantial changes in his condi- 
tion, which they have described as “very 1 
grave." 

“The health condition of tile president of 
the Republic has not essentially changed 
compared with the previous day," the eight- 
doctor panel said in their mid-day bulletin. 
“Intensive treatment continues.” 

The phrasing of Sunday’s advisory meant 
the 87-year-old president remained in the 
“very grave ” condition they had referred to 
a day earlier. 

In Saturday’s advisory, the doctors said 


signs existed that Tito’s pneumonia was abat- 
ing, but his high fever persisted. 

Over' the weekend the president entered 
his third month of care a t the Ljubljana Clini- 
cal Center in Slovenia. His kidneys have 
failed entirely and he has been kept alive by 
an artificial kidney since at least Feb. 22. 

Tito's doctors made no mention in their 
bulletin of the pneumonia he has been battl- 
ing since at least Feb. 23, nor did they com- 
ment on his other afflictions of heart weak- 
ness and periodic internal bleeding. 

The president’s afflictions developed after 
the Jan. 20 amputation of his left leg due to a 
circulation blockage.
